xx BELARUS. Subject: Radio Liberty Belorussian 


The IBB SDS schedule server is unattainable right now but at least a 
schedule for the extended Belorussian broadcasts without technical 
details is available from the RFE/RL website. Mediumwave usage is 
shown for 9 and a half hours rather than full 10 hours a day, not 
limited to the Radio Baltic Waves outlet on 612 but also including 
1188 (Marcali/Hungary) for 3 hours. On the other hand I miss Riga- 
Ulbroka 576 in this schedule, only omitted here or really no longer 
in use? Most shortwave frequencies have also changed, not allowing to 
take sites from earlier schedule releases. 


Monitoring results: At 1850 7190 strong and with a pronounced delay 
(almost a second) behind weaker 15565, 11730 not audible. At 1900 
11865 strong, 9750 weak, 9530 not audible. Both 1188 and 9750 second- 
long delay behind 11865.

xx BELGIUM. Extremely low power test from R Borderhunter 


15795 LSB, 2230-2310 UT 10 Aug, R Borderhunter conducted an extremely 
low power DX test. Frans dropped the power in increments over a 40 
minute period. 25 watts @ 2230 Fair/good copy. 10 watts @ 2240 Fair 
copy. 1 watt @ 2245. weak/fair copy. No problem understanding every 
word. 500 milliwatt-1 watt at 2245-2302. Weak but still I could copy 
every word. 100-250 milliwatts Very weak, but still in there. Could 
not copy every word, but did copy "100 milliwatts. This was the 
absolute minimum power he could transmit, and still I had a very weak 
copy in Nashville, TN USA. I have a tape recording of this test, as 
proof. RX: Drake SW8 with MFJ amplified preselector, which gives 10 
db signal boost. ANT: 30 meter sloper, with 3 ground radials 15 
meters each. Thanks to R Borderhunter for providing this opportunity 
at very low power DXing. Thanks to pirate operators in general for 
enhancing our hobby!

6170 Radio Cultura 0840 Aug 7, strong in Portuguese with 
all spoken program (Ian Cattermole, New Zealand, Cumbre DX via DXLD)

**x BURUNDI. [Re reactivation] 6140 is until 1900 occupied by 
Wertachtal (DW English; continuous program which otherwise goes out 
via satellite) and from 1900 by YLE Pori. No chance here (Kai Ludwig, 
Germany, Aug 5, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


xx CANADA. I have logged an RCI TX mixing product on 15035 several 
times over the last few months. It is the result of 15170 and 15305 
mixing. First noted here on 26 April of this year. I have offered RCI 
a list of spurs I've received here, some of which are quite annoying, 
but they have not responded. It is hard to believe RCI monitoring is 
still active these days.

xx CHINA. 6185, China Huayi BC Co. 1305-1339 Aug 5, with best ever 
signal hrd on a morning when all Chinese stations were well above 
normal quality.

could not ID the piece (need to brush up on classical recognition) . 
Wagner's "Ride of the Valkyries" was hrd at 1327.5. Easy listening S- 
5 level w/ some light splash from Japan on 6190 and fluttery QSB. I 
guess this will motivate me to finally send a report (Bruce 
Churchill, CA, Cumbre DX via DXLD)

Talk in Spanish, 
presumed news at 2100, and usual offering of African and hi-life 
music. Listened to them until well past 2300 (between 2200-2300 
almost entirely music with very few announcements). Always thought 
Malabo signed-off at 2200. Seemed to have gone by 2330 re-check. 
Reception never quite good enough to make anything of the speech 
(i.e. for an ID), but reasonable enough to enjoy the tunes. Tony

xx INDIA. There are some periods when AIR regional stations 
rebroadcast news and other programs produced in New Delhi, in English 
and Hindi. Quite often network news inserts appear in the middle of 
the hour UTC (that is top of the hour Indian Standard Time). During 
Indian local evenings, relay time is extended. 


At my location, it has no sense to monitor AIR stations in summer, 
but I have some data on this matter collected during last two winter 
seasons. I managed to discover the following relayed blocks of New 
Delhi programs: 


News in Hindi at 0030 and in English at 0035 (5 min each). 

News in English at 1230 and in Hindi at 1235. 

News in Hindi at 1515-1530 (some stations transmit an extended 
bulletin from 1500). 

News in English at 1530-1545. 

News in English at 1730 and in Hindi at 1735 (5 min each). 

Many stations carry musical and other programs from Delhi between 
1545 (or 1600) and 1730. Most of them sign off at 1740, after 
transmitting last news bulletins of the day. 


Low-frequency propagation is improving now, and I'm planning to make 
a research on actual situation with New Delhi relays in India. Fresh 
monitoring data will be published in the next edition of my Kvadrat 
bulletin (in Russian). (Vladimir Kovalenko, Tomsk, Russia, Signal 
August 4 via DXLD) 


xx INDONESIA. Last couple of days, we have been getting excellent 
grayline reception of Indonesia on 9525 in the mornings at around 


1015 UT with easy-listening music. It changes over to Chinese at 
1030, and is usually quite clear over the noise levels. No 
discernible ID in EE, so this is technically a "presumed" logging. 
I hear this on the R5000 using a long-wire Slinky antenna, so for 
once you don't need an R390A attached up to a mile-long Beverage in 
the middle of the country to pick it up (for a change!). (Bob 
Stewart, Ontario?, August 10, ODXA via DXLD) 


xk IRAN [non]. Re 17520 station: I believe that this is KRSI, ex 
15690. Heard with the same pattern I heard on 15690. Sudden carrier 
just before 1530 Aug 5, then into the same instrumental music that I 
heard on 15690. A bit of dead air after the music and then into 
sudden talk in Farsi. No jamming I could detect at this time/date. 
Can anyone confirm/deny this is via J,lich? Not appearing on their 
schedule, but perhaps they don't want to publicize (Hans Johnson, TX, 
Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


*xk KURDISTAN [non]. CLANDESTINE from CIS? to MIDDLE EAST (Cumbre Dx 
follow up) Denge Mezopotamya or Voice of Mezopotamya: Per Ludo Maes 
at the TDP, their current schedule is: 15230 0800-0959; 11530 ex 
15770 1400-1600. Target area is the whole of Kurdistan including 
regions in Turkey, Iraq and Iran (via Johnson, Aug 4, Cumbre DX via 
DXLD) 


*x KURDISTAN [non]. CLANDESTINE from ??? to IRAQ. 9960, R Bopeshawa, 
August 01, 1505-1530 Talk and songs in Arabic, 1530-1600* Talk and 
songs in Kurdish. Two IDs at 1559 "Radio Bopeshawa". Poor modulation. 
QRM from 9955. 33443. Not heard Sat, Sun and Tue (Anker Petersen, 
Denmark, Cumbre DX August 11 via DXLD) 


xx LAOS. After two weeks of frequent but unsuccessful checks, I 

noted Laos back on 7145 again today. They must have switched on 
around 0130 and were still going strong past 0315, but apparently had 
disappeared by 0515. Once again this frequency was carrying the main 
national sce //576 and 6130. No audio breaks observed this time. I 
seem to remember that the previous apparent test was also ona 
Tuesday morning (Alan Davies, Thailand, Aug 7, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


xx LIBYA. In one of its Arabic broadcasts today, V. of Africa 
announced the following Email address: africavoice@hotmail.com Now as 
we all know, Libya is not so open as a country, but, as many DX-ers' 
experience shows, Email can be such an effective way of getting 

into real contact with a station (there was also an example 

about Bhutan, I believe, in the latest Cumbre issue). (Christian

*x MEXICO. XERTA has changed its frequency again; I have tuned it in 
on 4815, yesterday (August 3) At 0300 in Spanish with a religious

DXLD) 4815 supposedly the nominal per previous HGB report (gh, DXLD) 


*xk MEXICO. Radio UNAM is only broadcasting on MW and FM band 
(Bojorge, Aug 4, ibid.) Ex 9600 (Johnson Aug 4, ibid.) 


*xx NEW ZEALAND. Re: NZ has only one high-powered SW transmitter, so 
what you hear on RNZI is it, sometimes relaying RNZ (domestic 
network), which I don’t think is called R. National like in Australia 
(gh, DXLD)

*x NIGERIA. Per the High Adventure website, the station in northern 

Nigeria is under construction. The shortwave station will initially 

cover Nigeria. Within a few years, they plan to have a more powerful

xx PALAU. High Adventure Ministries: Is anyone hearing 9985 during 
the 1100 hour? Untraced here, but I believe I heard this site at 
1528 on 17550 with a Christian program in English. Had been off due

*x RUSSIA. 4795, Buryat Radio carrying Radio Rossii 1220 Aug 4, weak 
but able to // it to both 7320 and 11840. Weak, and stupid radar 
signal didn't make it any easier. Peaked about 1223 and rapid 

fade after that (Hans Johnson, TX, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


*xx SEALAND. NPR*s Scott Simon visited recently and a 17+ minute

According to the German News Agency DPA, broadcasting of BBC and 
Deutsche Welle in Turkish was banned on Thursday. This decision was 
taken by the Highest Council of Radio and TV RTUK late Wednesday 
night. 


According to the Council's Chairman Nuri Kayis the British and German 
stations broke the country's Law on Mass Media. Kayis said that in 
the near future he will send the Council's decision about ending of 
stations' broadcasting to the court. 


BBC's representative in Turkey Mike Gardner said that his station 
continues to broadcast to Turkey and that the broadcasters and 
leadership of BBC's Turkish Service were informed about RTUK's 
decision (via Sergei Sosedkin, IL, DXLD)

11,810 or 11,835 before and after 0100 UT 8/10. They are on 5,975. DW 
on 11,810 at 0100 as usual. Have they dropped transmission to Mexico 
or an I just confused about the time of the broadcasts?
